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H. H. Aga Khan’s Sales Make History 


Twenty Yearlings From World Famous Studs Will Be Sold 


At Saratoga, August 13 


The twenty 1952 yearlings bred and raised at the noted 
Irish and French Nurseries of the Aga Khan constitute their 
first offerings in the United States. However in Europe this 
breeder has been a big seller (and a buyer) since 1925. The 
records prove that part of the modus operandi of the Aga 
Khan’s breeding plans, calls for a constant flow of new blood 
into his studs. and a dispersion of the old, to keep the oper- 
ation from becoming unwieldy in size. 

From the first draft of yearlings in 1925 came Fairy 
Legend, winner of the French Oaks and dam of Feerie, win- 


ner of the French Oaks. The 3rd draft of yearlings sold con- 
tained Ukrenia which won the French Oaks, and Taj Mah 
which won the 1,060 Guineas. *Alibhai sold as a yearling by 
the Aga Khan, was syndicated as a stallion for $500,000. 
*“Mahmoud, foaled in France. was offered at the Deauville 
yearling sales but failed to make his reserve, presumably on 
account of his small size. Later he won the Epsom Derby in 
record time, which still stands. Yearlings bred by the Aga 
Khan have proven their value on the turf or in the stud, or 
both, over @ period of 25 years. 


The Aga Khan’s Record As a Breeder and Owner Proves 
Merits of His Theories 


The present Aga Khan is the third of his line to gain dis- 
tinction on the Turf. His grandfather won the Sassoon Cup 
in India in 1871, his father won the Burdwan Cup, and the 
present Aga Khan won the Burdwan Cup in 1903 and later the 
Viceroy’s Cup. The latter is the top prize in Indian racing. 
Before entering racing in Europe a pretentious stud of thor- 
oughbreds and Arabs was maintained in India. Knowledge 
and love of horses backed this enterprise from the beginning. 

The foundation stock for the European breeding oper- 
ation was purchased at the English and French yearling sales, 
starting in 1921. How well the selections were made can be 
judged by the fact that the Aga Khan was leading owner in 


1924, 1929, 1950, 1932, 1934, 1935, 1937, 1944. 1946, 1947, 1948, 
1949. He also led the Irish list in 1925, 1932, 1948, and 1949. 
He led the French list in 1924. 


As a breeder the Aga Khan has been the leader in Eng- 
ery nine times; in 1932, 1934, 1935, 1937, 1940, 1941, 1947. 1948, 
49. 


The Aga Khan's record in the English Classics, both as an 
owner and a breeder exceeds that of any living man. His 
horses won 5 Derbies, 5 St. Legers, 3 Two Thousand Guineas, 
and 2 Oaks. Tulyar, winner of the 1952 Derby, was bred by 
the Aga Khan, as were his sire and dam. 


Aga Khan’s Success Due to Superior Men, Horses. 


Land and Methods 


When the Aga Khan decided to enter the European field 
of racing and breeding he chose the Honorable George Lamb- 
ton to select his first yearlings from the sales. Lambton 
picked 9 that cost $142,600. The next year they won 13 races 
and $126,115. Through 1934 the Aga Khan bought 114 year- 
lings at public auction, which cost $1,579,100 and won $924,305. 
This might seem to have been a loss, but involved fillies like 
Friar’s Daughter which only won $860 but bred *Bahram and 
the winners of close to $300,000. 

In founding his breeding stock price was not a factor. 
Bloodlines and qualities approved by his advisors were the 
determiners. At times his choices were the consensus of 
opinion, as in the cases of Teresina, Mumtaz Mahal, and 
Quarrat-al-Ain. All topped the yearling prices of their year. 
Teresina cost $38,500, won $54,720; Mumtaz Mahal cost $45,500 
and won over $60,000; Quarrat-al-Ain cost $62,500, won $55,460 
in first monies. All became foundation mares whose descend- 
ants have won or produced the winners of millions. This 
breeding project was founded on the cream of the thorough- 
bred world 30 years ago, and the records bespeak its progress. 

In addition to the successful bloodlines, choice individuals, 
original breeding principles, and unique system of constantly 
buying and selling, the Aga Khan maintains 4 studs in Ireland 


ond 3 in France. The Irish stud farms are under the direc- 
tion of Mr. N. W. Waddington. and the French that of Madame 
Vuillier, widow of Lt. Colonel Vuillier, inventor of the Dosage 
System, and great authority on breeding. The many Amer- 
icons who visit these farms are unanimous in their praise of 
the superlative grass, and the superb condition of the stock. 
The mineral content of the land, and the water, in both sec- 
tions of the countries where these studs are located, has been 
prized for years by Thoroughbred breeders. 


The Ballymanny Stud in Ireland was formerly owned by 
the late Duke of Westminster, who won 4 Derbies, 3 Two 
Thousands, 2 St. Legers, and 1 One Thousand. The other 
studs Sheshoon, Gilltown, and Ongar, are in the immediate 
vicinity. 

The French studs have an equally famous heritage. La 
Coquenne Stud was formerly owned by the Marquis de 
Ganay, president of what corresponds to the French Jockey 
Club. Marley-la-Ville was owned by Vicomte d'Harcourt, and 
the Saint-Crespin Stud was owned by the late M. Edouard 
Kann, all distinguished breeders. All these stud farms are 
models for the world in equipment, natural resources, per- 
sonnel, and management.

On the HBPA’s 3-to-1 Ratio 


N THE COURSE of the recent warm ex- 

change between the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association and the manage- 
ment of Arlington Park, the party of the second 
part was more than a little provoked at a “‘de- 
mand” for a 3-to-1 ratio between money in over- 
night purses and money in stakes. Since the 
track had already committed itself to stakes 
with added money totaling $530,000, it was un- 
derstandably outraged at the thought of giving 
away three times that much in races under non- 
stakes conditions. 

The HBPA explained that it had not intended 
to insist upon this proportion for the 1952 meet- 
ing, but had advanced the proposition as a long- 
term goal—as a statement of principle, or 
rather, of policy. 

Now that the differences between the HBPA 
and Arlington Park have been settled to the 
apparent satisfaction of both sides, this policy 
is open for debate, or at least is presumed to be 
open for debate, since the HBPA is an organ- 
ization committed to democratic principles. THE 
BLOooD-HoRSE takes the negative side. 


In the first place, the horsemen already have 
their argument well enough won. Within the 
lifetime of most of them, the number of stakes 
races in proportion to the total number of races 
annually has declined significantly, and the 
claiming race has become the keynote of the 
American Turf. In 1948 the added money in 
stakes races represented 15.1 per cent of the 
total distribution in North America. In 1951 
added money was 13.7 per cent of the total. 
With a continental proportion of this sort al- 
ready in existence, we hope the horsemen will 
reconsider their effort to establish a norm and 
enforce it upon the management of tracks. 


Only a few tracks offer more than 25 per cent 
of their purses in the form of added money in 
stakes. These tracks, bidding competitively for 
the country’s best racing talent, represent the 
highest standards of the sport. To knock them 
down can have but one effect, to lower the gen- 
eral standard—and thereby put in danger the 
welfare of the best tracks, which is closely tied 
in with the welfare of the horsemen themselves. 

Racing, like any other sport, needs its big 
names, whether for horses, tracks, trainers, 
owners, or jockeys. The best way to develop 
them is in open competition, and open compe- 
tition cannot very well thrive in a situation 
where the different tracks are either wheedled 
or forced into following a pattern laid out for 


them by an outside organization. If Arlington 
Park, in an effort to draw a fair share of the 
country’s best racing talent, chooses to allocate 
39 per cent of its total distribution to stakes 
races, and at the same time maintains a fair 
standard for its overnight purses, it appears 
to us that the horsemen are exercising pressure 
prejudicial to their own interests when they ask 
conformity to an arbitrary standard. 

There are differences of sensible opinion as 
to the merit of a track policy which adds $100,- 
000 to one race and much smaller amounts to 
supporting attractions. But actual policy with 
regard to such matters, we believe, is best left 
in the hands of management. Horsemen are con- 
cerned with a fair deal for themselves; they 
are in a fair way to get it. But management is 
concerned, among other things, with competi- 
tion for the best racing talent; its hands should 
not be tied. If the HBPA wishes to argue for a 
3-to-1 ratio it is privileged to do so, of course; 
but we hope it will never attempt to force any 
track to accept such a ratio. 

Stakes races are of tremendous importance 
to the breeder of Thoroughbreds. They provide 
the best basis for selection of breeding stock. 
They are vitally important in establishing 
values in the market. More than all other races 
combined they influence the future development 
of the breed. Hence it is dangerous to insist 
that no track should be more generous with 
stakes money than is consistent with an arbi- 
trary formula. 

There are few of us who would not like to 
make some changes in the general pattern of 
American stakes races. THE BLOOD-HORSE, for 
instance, thinks that American race tracks in 
general, outside of New York State, are stub- 
bornly antagonistic to any attempt to develop 
an adequate proportion of good non-claiming 
races for fillies and mares. Such a development 
might not be an actual advantage to the tracks; 
it would be a tremendous advantage to the 
breeder, and eventually would encourage more 
breeders to race their own fillies. We would also 
like to see the proportion of claiming races 
limited by the rules of racing. We would like 
to see certain reasonable specifications for dis- 
tance races written into the rules. But, how- 
ever much we would like such things, we would 
object to pressure in order to obtain them. So 
also with the problem of overnight and stakes 
money; let it be debated at whatever length the 
HBPA wishes, but let us have no arbitrary 
standard which is to be the price of agreement.

The Iconoclasm at Aqueduct; 


The Television at Belmont 


New York 

It never occurred to me, a few years ago, 
that I'd be saying that Aqueduct was the 
most progressive of the New York tracks. 
which is a weak sort of compliment. now 
that I think of it. But it’s the first of them 
to do more than wish for more customers. 
It is in its second year. now. of trying to 
make enough of a show out of racing that 
people will like it and come back. It’s 
perfectly understood that horseplayers do 
not seriously like anything but winners. 
and Aqueduct can do no more than fur- 
nish one a race. But a slight show, now and 
then. such as the rather impressive opening 
ceremony. is a break in the routine, and 
the little rascals liked it. 

Possibly the reason ['m so fulsome is 
that Aqueduct has taken what I hope is 
only the first step in eradicating one of my 
pet nuisances. the over-use of the public 
address system. When you hear, about 
three times a day. for 196 days a year. a 
sentence beginning. “In the first race, the 
first half of the daily double...” it tends 
to pall slightly. It isn’t as fresh and spirit- 
ed on November 15 as it is on April 1. The 
phrasing doesn’t seem as deft; in fact it 
seems more daft. 

Well. the track realized that. barring 
an occasional English tourist who could 
get the information from his program, 
every horseplayer on the grounds knows 
that the first and second races make up 
the double. So now. when overweights and 
jockey changes are announced, the first 
race is‘just the first race. 

This. will say. saves only seven 
words. But seven more are saved on the 
second race. and since the announcement 
is usually made three times. that’s 42 words 
a day. In 27 days of Aqueduct racing, the 
saving comes to 1.124 words, or approxi- 
mately the amount written on this page. 
If all of the New York tracks did it, 8,232 
words would be saved in a season, or the 
amount of a longish magazine article. 

I do not know how long it would take 
you to read this page aloud. but that’s 
how much batting on the eardrums Aque- 
duct has saved its customers without cur- 
tailing their information in the slightest. 
And this item is offered only as a sample. 
There’s a general cropping off of useless 
announcements. My own pet, still oper- 
ating. is “The judges have posted the 
complete order of finish.” In the first place 
they haven't done anything of the sort; 


you 


they've posted the numbers of only the 
first four. In the second, the whole thing 
is equivalent to saying. “It is now day- 
light.” This might be useful information to 
a man in a mine. but not elsewhere. I be- 
lieve | could think of other samples if 
I tried. 


HEPCATS. Another thing is the Seventh 
Regiment Band. It has always played well, 


but something has come over it since 
Jamaica. It is. as its name implies. a 
military band. But now. when Major 


Francis Sutherland raises his baton. what 
comes out of the band may be the grand 
march from Aida, or it may be The Little 
White Cloud that Cried. 1 don't know 
that lve named both extremes of music, 
because Aida isn’t necessarily the best. But 
lve got the other extreme. I think. 


Anyway, this band can play sweet or it 
can play hot, or anything in between. and 
whatever it’s doing. it puts its heart into. 
The customers have their favorites. and 
when these come up. an appreciable num- 
ber of people will sing with the band. 
I'm not out of my mind; I give you my 
word I've heard horseplayers singing. It’s 
going to make better horseplayers out of 
them; in fact, it already has, for the handle 
is up tremendously. I think it’s because 
they’re so carried away with music that 
they consider mere money to be dross. 


Major Sutherland. incidentally. used 
to play the trumpet for Sousa. I’m sure 


Sousa would be surprised at him now, 
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but I think after he got used to it he'd 
be pleased. 


OBJECTION. There’s been entirely too 
much sweetness and light in the para- 
graphs above—possibly the band has af- 
fected me, too—so we'll make an end to 
that right now. 


Belmont started experimenting with a 
closed circuit telecast of its races. There 
was a set in the president’s office and an- 
other in Jack Campbell’s office. and one 
in the jockey room. and | don’t know 
where else. It was possible to sit in any of 
these places and watch the races (sight 
only, no sound) without bothering to go 
out front. Mr. Campbell. of course, is not 
going to watch any race of importance 
from his office: 
himself. 


he’s going to see for 


This is well enough, but there is now 
talk of putting other sets in the dining 
rooms and out in the paddock. and here 
and there around the grounds. for the bene- 
fit of the patrons. Well. if the tracks are 
opposed to horse rooms. and they say they 
are. making the Stevens dining room into 
one isn’t going to prove it. 

I can put up a fair argument that if a 
man wants to bet on horses he ought to 
have to go to a race track to do it. But if 
a man can sit at a table and send_ bets 
out by runner. and have his drinks. and 
watch the races on television and identify 
the horses by the call on the public address 
system, I don’t see why he couldn’t do it 
on 42nd Street just as well as at Elmont. 
Its a horse room. wherever it is. and I'd 
like to see this stopped before it gets 
started. 

There isn’t anything. of course. to keep 
a man from coming to a race track and 
betting. without seeing a horse all day. 
But there are some who argue that racing. 
dependent as it is on betting. is still partly 
spectacle. and that people should be en- 
couraged to regard it as a sport and to 
learn to like it for itself a little. To give 
them closed circuit television is to suggest 
that they might as well miss the spectacle 
and the crowd enthusiasm that goes with 
it. It is equivalent to saying. “As long as 
we get your money. we don’t give a damn 
whether you get interested in racing or 
not.” 

You know that in the long run nearly 
everybody who bets on races is going to 
lose. If they get no interest. no excitement. 
no show. they might very well get tired 
of losing their money for the privilege of 


watching television. 


Record attendance (484,809) and record 
mutuel play ($42.670.298) were reported 
for the 25-day spring meeting at Garden 
State Park, in New Jersey.

Argument For Speaking Up; 
A Miracle by Suffolk Downs 


There is continual pressure for legalized 
off-course betting in California. New 
York. and several way stations. Some of 
the arguments for it sound persuasive to 
the public. for they say (a) that it’s hypo- 
critical to legalize gambling at race tracks 
but nowhere else. and (b) that several 
tons of tax money can be had merely for 
the taking. and taxes collected through 
racing won't have to be collected from 
the taxpayers. 


It is my conviction that legalized off- 
course betting will be the death of racing 
in whatever community sanctions it. Be- 
cause reform groups will certainly try to 
get at the root of the gambling evil, as 
they see it. by rooting up the race tracks. 
The history of legalized  street-corner 
gambling in America. such as the lotteries 
that were tried in the earlier days of 
this country, shows that it led to public 
revulsion and the extermination of the 
lotteries. Maybe history wouldn't repeat, 
but I think it would. 


Several organizations within racing have 
gone on record as opposing off-course bet- 
ting, among them the TRA. The resolu- 
tions don’t mean anything unless they 
lead to action. Tracks located in states 
where the heat is on for off-course betting 
could well take aggressive measures 
against it. If they think their lives would 
be endangered by downtown betting ma- 
chines they have a right to campaign 
against them, through newspaper advertis- 
ing and other publicity. Tracks have good 
reason for opposing the unlimited exten- 
sion of betting and they have good reason 
for fighting it openly. It could be fatal 
if they stood around doing nothing until 
the inevitable happened, or waited for 
someone else to bail them out. 

I believe it is a fallacy to think that 
a tremendous increase in betting, such 
as would follow pari-mutuel shopping cen- 
ters, would mean a corresponding increase 
in track profits and purse distribution. 
For the lawmakers would be thoughtful 
enough to reduce the track’s share of the 
handle in favor of a larger share for the 
state. With profits so controlled there 
could be no considerable increase in purse 
distribution, and horsemen would find 


themselves to be nothing more than an- 
other cog in the tax machine. If they tried 
to do anything about it they would be 
working against the public interest, some- 
one would be sure to point out. 


There is another possibility that should 
not be overlooked: if tracks were allowed 
to keep a proportionate share of the in- 
creased handle. some of them would soon 
come under new management. The pols 
would see that they were cut in for a share 
of the wealth. and if the track management 
acted disagreeable about it the boys on 
Legislative Hill would become disagree- 
able about dates and other matters con- 
trolled by the racing commissions. There 
would be some shoving around, and the 
tracks wouldn’t be doing the shoving. 


MIRACLE. Some time ago I suggested 
that a race track which was getting credit 
for profits that it wasn’t receiving, or that 
otherwise was the victim of misinforma- 
tion, might correct the situation by taking 
the trouble to explain the true circum- 
stances to the public. even to publishing 
financial statements in the newspapers. I 
didn’t think any track would avail itself 
of this free advice, and I don’t think any of 
them did. 

But earlier this year Suffolk Downs was 
maneuvered into a position where it had 
to take some undeserved blasts from the 
Boston Traveler or go down and see the 
editor and explain things to him. The 
matter came up over a legislative proposal 
to take another 11% per cent out of the 
track’s first $700,000 in daily handle. The 
track opposed it, the Traveler was for it. 

The increase would have meant a re- 
duction in track revenue of $10,500 a day 
and in the long run would have taken a 
fresh $484.000 in tax money. Since the

60-day racing season at Suffolk in 1951 
had netted $421.633 after taxes, the pro- 
posed tax increase would have wiped out 
the earnings and left the track with a de- 
ficit after 60 days of apparent prosperity. 


The Suffolk management got itself out 
of this fix by thrusting “a CPA audit of 
its expenses and earnings under our nose,” 
the newspaper related in an _ editorial 
spread across eight columns, a handsome 
gesture. “For good measure it provided 
us with its income tax statements as far 
back as we wished. If those figures are 
what they appear to be—and we found no 
reason to distrust them—they tell one 
inescapable story so far as this particular 
race track is concerned. The story is simply 
this: Barring a tremendous increase in 
business, the Iannello levy would wipe out 
Suffolk’s earnings and make it unprofitable 
to remain in business. 


“ 


. . . Taxes would thus wipe out the 
track’s earnings. Obviously this is no solu- 
tion at all. It would mean either that the 
private operators go out of business or 
that the state take over the tracks. The 
latter solution would be no solution, since 
it would spell all the abuses of politics 
and race-track domination of our govern- 
ment. ... If all these figures and conclu- 
sions are shown to be wrong, we shall be 
delighted to revert to our previous position 
that the tracks should bear their share of 
the increased tax burden. In the meantime, 
we feel that we must oppose any tax hike 
that destroys the profit base of racing, 
just as we would in the case of any other 
business. . . .” 


The editorial went on to suggest that 
the total pari-mutuel commission be in- 
creased to 14 per cent from its present 12 
per cent, to maintain State revenue in the 
face of a decline in betting. Then it made 
an astounding proposal: “As it is pretty 
near axiomatic in sporting events that the 
better the show the better the gate. we 
think the law makers would be well ad- 
vised to give the track a little better break 
over $700.000 [under the present law, the 
track’s share decreases as the betting in- 
creases}. We realize that this is contrary 
to all current day law making theory. It 
might just be if there was some little in- 
centive for the track operators through 
promotional effort and better horses, it 
would increase the gate. The state would 
make some more money and the track 
might make some more money. Indeed, 
that used to be the old American profit

motive. ... 


Suffolk Downs probably wouldn’t have 
undertaken anything so radical as to let 
a newspaper look at its books if the pres- 
sure hadn’t been tremendous. But the deed 
was done, and the track emerged in a con- 
siderably better position than it had held 
previously. Maybe there’s something to 
the open approach.

PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


Each time the King Ranch has won the 
Kentucky Derby, Robert J. Kleberg, the 
genius who presides over that amazing 
institution, has attributed the success to 
inbreeding. You have to look twice to 
find the inbreeding to which he refers, 
in the pedigrees of Assault and Middle- 
ground. It is so slight that no genetecist 
would sanction his use of the word. The 
degree of inbreeding does not differ ma- 
terially from that in the average of the 
breed. 

In the case of Baloma, first 1952 stakes 
winner from the King Ranch, there will 
be no dispute if Mr. Kleberg remarks that 
she is inbred. Her sire, Depth Charge, 
and her dam, Woven Web (a Quarter 
Horse champion under the name of Miss 
Princess), are both by Bold Venture, sire 
of the King Ranch’s two Kentucky Derby 
winners, and himself a winner of that 
classic. 

Despite the classic background, Baloma 
began amusing herself by searing the 
last two furlongs of the Fair Grounds track 
at New Orleans, emptying the air of 
horses for lengths around her, and mal- 
treating the quarter-mile track record. In 
this she was not so much reflecting the in- 
breeding to Bold Venture as showing that 
she is her mother’s daughter. Her later 
failure at Keeneland suggested the same 
thing. 

The same was true with the most notable 
case of inbreeding in Europe in recent 
years. The outstanding filly Coronation 
had Tourbillon for grandsire on both 
sides, but her dam was Esmeralda, one 
of the highest-class race mares of the 
previous generation. Mr. Boussac had 
much other success with inbred horses, 
but as soon as he got Pharis back from 
the Germans he continued to have suc- 
cess with outcrossed horses. It was the 
parents which provided racing class in 
the offspring, not the manner in which 
their pedigrees were patterned. 

This is not said in any spirit ef oppo- 
sition to inbreeding; it has its uses, and 
if anyone knows those uses in Jarge animal 
breeding it is Bob Kleberg. But the warn- 
ing may need repeating that neither in- 
breeding nor outcrossing has any signifi- 
cant part in raising the offspring above 
the indicated merit of the parents; only 
the long chance of good luck can do that. 


The latest number of Racing and Breed- 
ing (which we hope can be continued, 


Source of Baloma’s Speed— 
Inbreeding or a Fast Mammy? 


perhaps as an annual), published in 
France and covering the second half of 
the year 1950, has for its leading article 
a commentary by Rene Riondet called 
“Inbreeding in Theory and Practice.” He 
compares the leading sires in England 
and France in the years 1920 through 1949 
with the average of the breed, as deter- 
mined by examination of the stallions in 
the 1913 British stallion register and the 
sires of 1946 foals in France. 

His conclusion, after comparing the ped- 
igrees of the leading sires with those rep- 
resenting the average of the breed, is that 
inbreeding “occupies an essential place in 
the evolution of thoroughbred breeding.” 
He adds: 

“Should we wish to fix the optimum de- 
gree the three free generations would 
triumph over close inbreedings, while in- 
breedings with more than three free gen- 
erations—which practically and genetic- 
ally are very mild and rapidly reach the 
equivalent purely and simply of outcross- 
ings—succeed all the less as they proceed 
toward definite outcrossings.” 

The conclusion is fortified with a graph 
showing the relative frequency of various 
degrees of inbreeding in the group of lead- 
ing sires and in the sample representing 
the average of the breed. Our good friend 
Abram Hewitt will probably take excep- 
tion to the method used, since he studied 
much larger numbers of stallions and 
found (to his own satisfaction) that suc- 
cess tended to decrease steadily as the 
degree of inbreeding rose. 

About twenty years ago the writer pro- 
duced a few articles trying to show the 
extreme importance of inbreeding. Since 
that time, having looked a little more 
closely, I have written occasional articles

trying to show the extreme unimportance 
of inbreeding—for the breeder of Thor- 
oughbred horses, that is. 

M. Riondet’s method of arriving at his 
conclusion is suspect. In the first place, 
the 32 sires he uses do not represent a 
sample large enough to be statistically 
dependable. In the second place, the de- 
gree of inbreeding in the general Thor- 
oughbred population will tend to vary from 
time to time and from country to country. 
He may or may not have a fair sample 
if he takes the stallions of 1913 in Eng- 
land and those of 1945 in France. 

M. Riondet seems to find a further proof 
of his generalization through a limited 
historical survey of the inbreeding in the 
more and less remote antecedents of the 
modern Thoroughbred. Here he zips from 
the origins of the breed almost to the 
present. Again he is on risky ground in 
comparing such a sample, drawn from 
such diverse populations as two centuries 
of breeding afford, with an average-of-the- 
breed sample which represents only 1913 
in England and 1945 in France. 

The conclusions may be correct, of 
course. But if they are correct, it is by a 
very fortunate chance. M. Riondet, if I 
guess correctly the identity behind the pen 
name, is a very thorough student of such 
matters. I hope he will find time to study 
the problem with different data and resub- 
mit his conclusions. 


U. S. SAMPLE. It has been contended 
here for some years that the amount of 
inbreeding shown in the pedigrees of the 
best horses is precisely the amount of in- 
breeding that might be expected from 
the average of the breed. That is, if you 
find a given percentage of the best horses 
inbred to a given degree, you can pick 
up a handful of miscellaneous pedigrees 
of about the same period and find that the 
yercentage of horses inbred to the same 
degree is not significantly different. 

Last year, for instance, there were 149 
horses which won stakes races in the 
United States and were also included in 
one of the handicaps given in the stakes 
winners supplement published by THE 
Bioop-Horse. To these I take the liberty 
of adding Coaltown and Bolero, to make 
a total of 151. (Bolero was omitted from 
The Blood-Horse Handicap because the 
handicapper did not wish to discount his 
actual class by ranking him at a distance 
of a mile and a quarter.) These 151 horses 
represent Jess than seven-tenths of the 
top 1 per cent of horses racing in North 
America last year. Note the breakdown: 

99 (66%) showed no inbreeding of less 

than 5 free generations. 

33 (22%) were inbred with 4 free gen- 

erations, 

1l (7%) were inbred with 3 free gen- 

erations, 

6 (4%) were inbred with 2 free gen- 


erations. 
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2 (1%) were inbred with 1 free gen- 
eration. 


Reaching for the first sample group 
which came to hand, I picked up the cat- 
alogue for the 1951 Keeneland summer 
sales and went through the first 151 
horses. Fourteen (9%) were inbred with 
three free generations, and six (4°) with 
two; there was none with only one free 
generation. Out of the total of 151 in this 
“average of the breed” sample, there were 
20 with three free generations or less, as 
against 19 in the same-sized group of 
“best” horses. There is no significant dif- 
ference. 

The high-class horses with the closest 
inbreeding, with the inbreeding base given 
in parenthesis, are: 

1 free generation: Casemate (*Teddy), Phil D. 
(*Teddy). 

2 free generations: Battlefield (Fair Play), 
Jampol (Blandford), Jet Master (*Sir Gallahad 
Ill). Post Card (Man o’ War), Pur Sang (Jeanne 
Bowdre). Renew (Black Toney). 

3 free generations: Big Noise (Selene), Gold 
Note (Polymelus), Halter (Whisk Broom II), Lori- 
dale (Phalaris), Lost Story (Swynford), Nothird- 
chance (Man o’ War), Oh Leo (Ultimus), Ruhe 
(Polymelus), Vuleania (Fair Play), Whirling Bat 
(Sweep), Your Host (Gainsborough). 

It so happened that both divisions of 
the Flamingo Stakes of 1952 were won by 
colts inbred with two free generations, 
Blue Man (Man o° War) and Charlie 
McAdam (Selene). Such a coincidence 
may be enough to set up for the breeder 
a strong temptation to try some such pedi- 
gree pattern. There’s no harm in it. Neither 
is there any good in it. The merit of the 
foal, insofar as it can be predicted at all. 
can be predicted only on the basis of 
what is known of the parents and their 
very near relatives. If this sounds a little 
too positive. I'll let it sound that way 
pending receipt of proof to the contrary. 


HEREDITY IN CANADA. The Cana. 
dian Horse and Thoroughbred for Febru- 
ary includes the text of the law known 
as the “Stallion Act of 1950” for the 
Province of Ontario. It is a very interesting 
piece of legislation, providing for the en- 
rollment (licensing) and periodic inspec: 
tion of stallions and authorizing. at the 
administrative level. the assignment of a 
grade to each stallion. 


Grade A, as interpreted by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council, “shall consist of 
stallions that are (a) good specimens of 
their breed, (b) free from hereditary un- 
soundness, (c) smooth in conformation, 
(d) straight and true in action, and (e) 
maintained in good breeding condition.” 

Grade B must be good specimens and 
free from hereditary unsoundness, “but 
have a minor defect in type, conformation, 
or size.” 

Grade C “shall consist of stallions that 
are (a) good specimens of their breed but 
have a hereditary unsoundness, or (b) free 
from hereditary unsoundness, but are

undersized, plain in type, or rough in 
conformation.” 

Some very brave administrative agency 
has undertaken to define hereditary un- 
soundness. It “includes the following dis- 
eases or malformations: bone-spavin, bog- 
spavin, cryptorchidism, curb, navicular 
disease, periodic ophthalmia, ringbone, 
roaring or whistling, side-bone, stringhalt, 
and thorough-pin.” 

The list is interesting as it stands. It 
would be a great deal more interesting 
if we knew to what extent it is correct. 
If the Ontario law and definitions had been 
in effect in the United States, they would 
have made a Grade C stallion of the blind 
Lexington, the greatest sire of the nine- 
teenth century in this country. They would 
have assigned the same rating to *Star 
Shoot, *Sun Briar, High Time, and per- 
haps a hundred other good sires of the 
Tast hundred years.

He was bought by Paul Mellon (Rokeby Stable) 
for $32.000. At two and three he failed to repay 
his purchase price—winning only one race each 
season—but he was second in the Leonard Rich- 
ards Stakes and third in the Kent Stakes during 
the latter year. 

As a 4-year-old, County Delight reached the form 
for which he was weighted at 122 pounds in the 
Blood-Horse Handicap for older horses of 1951. At 
equal weights with Bryan G., Cochise, and Your 
Host, he was eight pounds beneath the top-weighted 
Hill Prince, and five pounds lower than Citation. 
From 20 starts at four he won the Dixie, the 
Gallant Fox, the Merchants’ and Citizens’, and 
the Manhattan Handicaps. He was second in the 
Maryland and the Westchester Handicaps, and the 
Pimlico Special. In the Butler, the Widener, the 
Grey Lag, the Suburban, the Brooklyn, the Arling- 
ton, the Saratoga, and the Washington Park Handi- 
caps. County Delight took third money. His earn- 
ings for the year reached $170,985.

$17.050, raised her earnings to $22,475. 

Haunted was rated behind the leading So Re- 
gard- for the first three furlongs as the two fillies 
raced away from the rest of the field. Entering the 
stretch, Haunted went to the front and drove to a 
three-length win over So Regards. One of the 
slower starting fillies, Fleet Khal closed well for 
third money a half length in front of Speedy Ace. 

Bred by the King Ranch, Haunted first carried 
the Running W to the post on March 3 at Santa 
Anita Park, when she won a three-furlong maiden 
race. At Golden Gate Fields she won her second 
start by four lengths and set a new track record 
of :52 for the 4% furlongs. After winning her 
third race by a head, Haunted moved to Hollywood 
Park for the Cinderella. 

Haunted is the fifth stakes winner for Depth 
Charge and is the second this year; Baloma was 
the first. Depth Charge, a half brother to Count 
Fleet and Count Speed, is standing at the King 
Ranch Farm, Lexington, for the 1952 season. Out 
of Bruja. Haunted is a sister to Encantadora, holder 
of the world’s record of :57 for five furlongs. Bruja 
is the second dam of Baloma, which is a daughter 
of Woven Web.

He sent his 
mount through the hole, opened a two-length lead 
on Aesthete and Hadassah, and won by about that 
margin. It was the first stakes win and first stakes 
placing for the daughter of Questionnaire. She was 
wearing added equipment in the form of blinkers, 
which she hadn’t worn previously. Hushaby Baby, 
Aesthete and Hadassah were in one-two-three order 


for him. Harry Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy Stable, 
represented by Trainer Moody Jolley, bought Hush- 


aby Baby from Mr. Tutt’s consignment to the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1950 for $11,000. Mr.

Hadepine. Mr. Tutt, and a well-meaning adviser. 
When he considered retiring Hadepine to the stud 
(she had a bowed tendon), Mr. Tutt asked a well 
informed man what he thought of her chances as a 
producer. “She won’t amount to anything,” was the 
reply. Horsemen being what they are, Mr. Tutt 
bred the mare anyhow, and mares being what they 
are. Hadepine thereupon produced three stakes 
winners and two other horses which placed in 
stakes from her five named foals. He has a chance 


to impreve on that bold record through Hade- 
pine’s current yearling, a *Heliopolis filly which 


probably will be one of the most interesting offer- 
ings at the forthcoming Keeneland sales. Hadepine’s 
foal of 1952. a colt by Requested and hence a 
brother to Picnic Lunch and Model Cadet, died on 
June 9 at Mr. Tutt’s farm near Georgetown, Ky. 
He was looking fine one day, Mr. Tutt reported, and 
next. Later on the cause of death 
was diagnosed as naval ill. Hadepine bred 
again this year to Requested. 

The Hadepine story seems full of coincidences: 
when Hushaby Baby made her first start, as a 2- 
year-old of 1951 at Belmont Park, she finished last 
of a field of five. One of those which beat her 
was Aesthete, the runner-up in the Gazelle Stakes. 
Nor was Lewis Tutt’s purchase of an in-foal mare 
which turned out to be the ancestress of stakes 
winners without precedent: before he bought Epine, 
which was carrying Hadepine at the time, he had 
become somewhat famous through buying a mare 
named Fair Perdita, which was carrying Requested. 
He has never owned very many mares, and he 
fusses over the few he has. giving them and their 
offspring a lot of time and attention. Evidently it 
pays off, because he is down in the records as the 
breeder of Requested, Mityme, Itsabet, Picnic 
Lunch. Model Cadet. and Hushaby Baby, all stakes 
winners within the last ten years. 

After the Gazelle Stakes Mr. Guggenheim was 
invited to explain how he happened to name the 
Questionnaire—Hadepine filly Hushaby Baby. “I 
picked the name out of a clear sky.” he said. “The 
idea was that perhaps a filly named Hushaby Baby 
would put ‘em all to sleep.” 

Hushaby Baby is the first stakes winner of 1952 
for her sire Questionnaire, which is now dead, and 
she is the 22nd for him all told.

Grand Admiral to High Hope 


The young. stallion Grand Admiral, 
owned by Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s 
Brookmeade Farm. will make the 1953 


stud season at Douglas M. Davis Jr.’s 
High Hope Farm, at Lexington. The fee 
will be $1.000 for a live foal. The 8-year- 
old son of War Admiral—Grand Flame, by 
Grand Time. was one of the leading 2-year- 
olds of his season, and first entered the 
stud at High Hope as a 3-year-old when he 
was retired from racing because of an in- 
jury. He is sire of the stakes winner Ace 
Destroyer. and of Silver Lamee and Top 
Command. which have placed in stakes. 
He has had six 2-year-old winners this 
year. including Ace Destroyer. 


Death of *Colorado Lad 

The 14-year-old stallion *Colorado Lad 
died of a heart attack recently at the ranch 
of his owner, Ed Rachal, at Falfurrias, 
Texas. He was by Colorado Kid—Kissoue, 
by Gainsborough, and was brought to the 
U. S. by the late Emerson F. Woodward, 
who was represented by Thomas B. Crom- 
well in dealing with Kerr and Company, 
through whom the purchase was made. 
Best of *Colorado Lad’s offspring now 
running is Rado Kid, out of the Sangreal 
mare Miss Karo. He won nine races last 
year and is a winner again this year. In 
1951 he equaled the Santa Anita Park 
track record of 1:09 for six furlongs. 


Stagehand Dies 

The 17-year-old stallion Stagehand died 
on June 9 at the ranch of his owner, Chet 
Root. in California. The son of *Sickle— 
Stagecraft, by Fair Play, had been at stud 
in California for the last four or five years. 

As a 2-year-old, Stagehand earned only 
$360 in eight starts. but he was a different 
horse at three. Soon after the turn of the 
year he won the Santa Anita Derby and 
followed this with a win in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. He was the only horse to win 
both races. Shortly before the Kentucky 
Derby he became ill and had to be with- 
drawn from the race. At that time he was 
owned by the late Col. Maxwell Howard 
and was trained by Earl Sande. Later in 
his 3-year-old form he won the Empire 
City Handicap, the Narragansett Special, 
and the Narragansett Park Governor’s 
Handicap, earning $189,710 for the year. 
At four he won the McLennan Memorial 
Handicap, one of his two starts that year. 

Stagehand entered the stud in 1941 and, 
with moderate opportunities, achieved a 
moderate record. Through 1951 his get 
had earned a total of $1,028,668, but his 
only stakes winners were Prop, Icangetit, 
and Stage Glitter. His older brother, Scene- 
shifter, was also owned by Colonel Howard 
and trained by Mr. Sande.

FIRE AT BELMONT PARK 


The death of one man and approxi- 
mately two dozen horses was caused by a 
fire in barn 35 at Belmont Park on the 
morning of June 16. Firemen arrived 
soon after the discovery of the fire at 2:27 
a. m.. but the fire quickly burned to a 
brick firewall in the center of the building 
which saved the other half of the barn 
and the horses in it. Damage done by the 
fire was estimated at $250.000. Cause of 
the fire is unknown. 

The dead man was identified as Alfred 
Mitchell. a groom for the trainer-owner 
Miss Judy Johnson. He apparently had 
been knocked unconscious by a_ horse 
which he had tried to lead from the barn. 
The efforts of another groom, Marvin Wein- 
stein. to pull Mitchell from the burning 
stable were unsuccessful. 

Belmont Park’s racing season had ended 
five days before the fire. but some of the 
horses were stabled there for racing at 


Aqueduct. Most of the horses were jump- 
ers. The frequent shipments of horses in 
and out of Belmont made it impossible to 
readily identify all of the horses killed in 
the fire. but some of the horses known to 
be dead are T: B. Mott’s Syracuse Lad, 
Mrs. Carroll de Havenon’s Quiet. Mrs. C, 
McGhee Baxter's *Eperon, Montpelier’s 
Fairy Lure and Gridley. Mrs. G. H. Willis’ 
Little Attorney. D. D. Pierce’s My Dish, 
and S. O. Graham’s What Passes. 


AGREEMENT AT ARLINGTON 


Friction between the Arlington-Washing- 
ton Park managements and the midwest 
division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, which seemed likely 
to prevent the scheduled opening of Ar- 
lington Park on June 16, was dissipated 
through the offices of a mediator last week, 
and the Chicago track began its 36-day 
racing schedule on time. Agreement be- 
tween the two groups was effected by J. 
Samuel Perlman, publisher of Daily Racing 
Form and associated papers. 

Principal complaint made by the HPBA 
was that the Chicago tracks did not always 
distribute the amount of purse money 
specified in the condition books. When 
certain overnight races did not fill, it was 
claimed, races of lesser purse value were 
substituted and the horsemen did not have 
a chance to race for the higher purses 
later on. 

The result of the discussions was that 
Arlington Park agreed to distribute a 
total of not less than $820.000 in overnight 
purses during the 36-day meeting. The 
money would be apportioned on the basis 
of $205.000 in each of the four condition 
books covering nine days of racing. The 
daily minimum for non-stakes races would 
be $22.770. and the minimum purse would 
be $2.500. If business warranted, purses 
would be increased. 

The track had outlined a program call- 
ing for the distribution of $17,100 in excess 
of the minimum for the first nine days. 
This was considered “bonus” money, and 
the track reserved the right to withhold 
distribution of the “bonus” if the races in 
which it was offered did not fill. The track 
agreed to meet with a small group of 
horsemen at intervals to discuss mutual 
problems; the track stipulated, however, 
that decisions on the condition book and 
racing conditions rest with the racing sec- 
retary. The HBPA recognized the principle 
of “bigger purses for better horses.” Agree- 
ments affecting Arlington Park are to 
apply to Washington Park. 

The total overnight distribution of $820.- 
000 (minimum) and $530,000 in added 
money for stakes brings the purse distri- 
bution for the 36-day Arlington Park 
meeting to $1,350,000. This is an average 
daily distribution of $37.500, which the 
track had originally scheduled.

Schedule for Little Request; 
The Shortage of Bug Riders 


Los ANGELES 

Joe Palmisano, the Arizona lettuce 
grower. and Ross Brinson, the reformed 
Quarter Horse trainer, are making some 
pretty elaborate plans for Little Request. 
Their schedule calls for appearances in 
the C. S. Howard and Starlet Stakes at 
Hollywood Park, and then an invasion of 
Del Mar for the Futurity at the seaside 
track. After that. if Litthe Request is still 
as good as everyone thinks he might be, 
the time table calls for him to fly to New 
York for the Belmont Futurity. 

Right now Little Request runs like the 
fastest 2-year-old ever developed in Cali- 
fornia. He has started twice at Hollywood 
Park, and broke the old five-furlong track 
record each time. In his first race at Ingle- 
wood he stopped the electric timer at :571/4, 
as you may have read, after being eased in 
the stretch. He came back to win the 
Haggin Stakes in hand, going the five- 
furlongs in :58 dat. 

He hasn’t been tested yet, and the 
chances are that Palmisano and Brinson 
may not find out how fast Little Request 
can run until they get to New York, be- 
cause it’s pretty evident that the good 
2-year-olds out this way are ducking him. 
At least. they’re giving him < wide berth 
until the distances lengthen out a bit. Only 
five started against him in the Haggin, and 
I guess all five were running for second. 
third. and fourth money. 

I don’t know if Little Request will go 
on beyond sprint distances, but wherever 
he goes he’s certainly going to get there 


in a hurry. He’s light and shifty and 
well-balanced. and the only weakness he 
has shown so far is a tendency to run out. 
Brinson cured that right away with a 
severe run-out bit. similar to the one worn 
by Intent. 


Brinson will be remembered as_ the 
Quarter Horse man from Arizona who 
developed Cover Up, a really first-class 
race horse, into the 1947 winner of the 
Hollywood Gold Cup. More recently he 
was in the news when stewards thought 
it strange that a 2-year-old that worked 
under the name of Two Bit Hug should 
turn up and win at $14.40 in the afternoon 
under the name of La Bull. Brinson owns 
and trains La Bull. After a three-day in- 
vestigation, stewards cleared everyone con- 
nected with the case and announced they 
had failed to uncover enough evidence to 
issue a ruling. Anyway. between Little 
Request and La Bull, Brinson has been 
having his best season since Cover Up. 
and he’s not mad at anybody. 

As for Palmisano, he’s already planning 
to be back at Keeneland this summer, try- 
ing to get another runner like Little Re- 
quest. After the colt’s first victory here, 
Palmisano turned down an offer of $100,- 
000 for Little Request without giving it a 
second thought. 


TOP FILLY. To give you an idea of 
how good A Gleam is right now. Racing 
Secretary John Maluvius rated her 11 


pounds better on the scale than Two Lea 
in passing out weights for the Vanity 
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Handicap. These lines were written before 
the running of the Vanity, so I can’t tell 
you what happened. But even to merit such 
an impost. a filly must be pretty terrific, 
and A Gleam has been just that recently. 


{EDITOR’S NOTE: A Gleam did not 
start in the Vanity Handicap. Instead she 
raced in the Debonair Stakes, for 3-year- 
olds. and won. In the Vanity Handicap 
that same afternoon, June 14, Calumet 
finished one-two-three with Two Lea, Wist- 
ful. and Jennie Lee. | 


On successive Saturdays, the bay daugh- 
ter of *Blenheim II and Twilight Tear 
won the Hollywood Oaks and the Milady 
Handicap, and the secret of her success 
seems to be in keeping her off the early 
pace. Jimmy Jones cautions her rider to 
keep a horse in front of her as long as 
it seems reasonably safe. and then let her 
go. When she gets to the front too early, 
she occasionally takes a notion to stop. But 
the way she has been winning lately. 
under rating tactics, she looks as though 
she’d enjoy running all day. 

Maluvius was wondering how A Gleam 
would compare now with other filly stars 
of Calumet’s stable, Real Delight and Bub- 
bley. She’s as sharp as can be, and perhaps 
if Ben Jones had the choice to make over 
again right now A Gleam might land on 
the first team. 


SHORTAGE. In a few more weeks Cali- 
fornia racing is really going to be up 
against it for capable apprentice jockeys. 
Ismael (Milo) Valenzuela, a 17-year-old 
Mexican lad from McNary, Texas, gradu- 
ated from the 1anks of apprentices the 
other afternoon. Willie Marsh lost his 
“bug” on June 20, and Pete Moreno loses 
his five-pound allowance on July 27. If 
there are any good apprentices coming up 
to take their places, they must be hiding. 

Of the three youngsters mentioned, 
Pete Moreno stands out.

Two Questions 


For the Judges 


Ohio's State Racing Commission has been 
beckoned by the District Court of Appeals. 
sitting in Columbus. to come before it on 
June 30. and demonstarte that date clashes 
among four pairs of race tracks on this 
season’s docket are not contrary to the 
Ohio Horse Racing Act, and that, further 
and more important, pari-mutuel wagering 
in the State is not in violation of that sec- 
tion of the Ohio constitution which pro- 
hibits lotteries. 

This action began as a taxpayer's suit. 
said taxpayer being Charles F. Masterson, 
of Cleveland, who made petition for a writ 
of prohibition against the several charged 
violations of the horse racing statute and 
also “authorizing. permitting or licensing 
the operation of a lottery in violation of 
the constitution of the State of Ohio.” 
Because of State-wide importance of 
the suit. the Court of Common Pleas was 
bypassed and action was instituted in the

his brother Henry, and older than most 
boys when they start out as jockeys. That 
may account for the fact that he learns 
so quickly. Anyway. Pete can help a horse 
in the stretch and he keeps improving 
from day to day.

Appellate Court. one step below the Su- 
preme Court. Ohio’s prime tribunal. 
Ohio’s 19-year-old Turf forbids 

“racing on the same date or dates at more 

than one track in one county or on tracks 

within thirty miles of each other.” Fur- 
ther. the statute legalizes pari-mutuel 
wagering on both Thoroughbred and har- 
ness racing and sets up one commission to 
govern both sports. 

The suit charges that permits contrary 
to law were issued for 

1. Ascot Park. Akron (runners). 
Painesville Raceway (trotters), 
June 3 to July 23, 1952; 

2. Cranwood Park, Cleveland (runners), 
and Grandview, Geauga Lake (trot- 
ters). for September 20 to October 11, 
1952; 


and 
for 


3. Randall Park. North Randall (run- 
ners) and Grandview (trotters), for 
September 1] and 13. 1952, and 

4. River Downs. Cincinnati (runners) 


and Lebanon (trotters). for May 30 
and 31, 1952. 

The suit errs in one charge and prob- 
ably in another. Ascot and Painesville are 
nearer 50 miles apart than 30. If River 
Downs and Lebanon escape being 30 miles 
apart. it is by feet and inches. The Ohio 
commission resolved that matter to its 
satisfaction several years ago and decided 
there was no conflict. 

But Grandview. a harness racing oval 
which is scheduled to make its debut in 
September. definitely is less than 30 miles 
from all other tracks in the Cleveland- 
Akron district. 

Dates were granted to Grandview in 
conflict with Randall and Cranwood on 
a highly technical construction of the rac- 
ing law. The statute does not say a day 
is a date and does not define dates further 
than to say “running horse racing meet- 
ings” with wagering shall be conducted 
between 12 o’clock noon and 7 o'clock in 
the “afternoon” and “light harness horse 
racing meetings” with wagering shall be 
conducted between 12 o’clock noon and 12

stitutional provision or by statute and 
there is also a Federal law of prohibition.

Yatasto’s Breakdown 


A letter from Coleman J. Kelly, of Chi- 
cago. gives a “brief and truthful” account 
of the first defeat of the Argentinian 
champion Yatasto. in’ Brazil’s Grande 
Premio Sao Paulo. reported in THE BLoop. 
Horse of May 31. Mr. Kelly’s report. 
based on information air-mailed from 
Brazil: 

“Previous to flying the colt to Brazil 
Senor R. Sbarbaro was warned by his 
trainer and friends that the colt would 
not stand the race. as he had not com- 
pletely recovered from his breakdown. in 
the famous Gran Premio Carols Pellegrini; 
and they advised the Uruguayan owner the 
day before the race. after he pulled up 
‘gimpy’ in his work. to scratch the horse. 
This he declined to do. to his own sorrow. 

“Yatasto took the lead 60 meters from 
the barrier and led the pack past the 
2.000-meter mark. At this position he was 
seen to falter. due to the off front leg 
giving way. This was where Gualicho 
collared him. However. the great colt 
scrambled home on three legs to finish 
fourth. beaten for the first time but not 
disgraced. It was the dizzy pace that the 
gallant son of Selim Hassan set that con- 
tributed to the new course record.” 


Germany’s Guineas 


The 1,600-meter Schwarzgold-Rennen at Dussel- 
dorf May 1 provided an easy victory for the Roett- 
gen Stud’s Koenigstreue. with Windstille second 
and Jana third in a field of 13 3-year-old fillies. It 
was the second year in succession in which a 
daughter of the leading sire Ticino had won the 
classic.

Biggest race of the fall season in Australia is 
the two-mile Sydney Cup at Randwick. In it this 
year the most noted runner was Delta, winner of 
his last seven races, including the Melbourne Cup 
of last November. Running on a heavy track and 
carrying top weight of 133 pounds, Delta failed 
to gain a place. 

Winner by a head was the outsider Opulent, a 
f-year-old carrying only 98 pounds. What amazed 
the crowd was the performance of New Zealand’s 
champion Dalray, which made up a sixteenth of 
a mile on the leaders, was in front going into the 
final straight, and lost by only a head.

A Gleam, followed to the wire by her stablemate 
Two Lea, set a new track record of 1:2135 in 
winning the seven-furlong Milady Handicap at 
Hollywood) Park. Wistful, another member of 
the Calumet Farm entry, finished fifth. The Milady 
was the third win of the day for apprentice jockey 
Pete Moreno, who was also on the’ winning 
Haunted in the Cinderella Stakes the same day. 

Rated off Special Touch’s pace for the first half- 
mile, A Gleam went to the front approaching the 
turn and outlasted her fast-closing runningmate. 
Two Lea finished six lengths ahead of the top- 
weighted Spanish Cream, which nosed out Special 
Touch. Spanish Cream gave 12 pounds to A Gleam 
and seven pounds to Two Lea: by the scale, A 
Gleam received only one pound from the 4-year-old 
Spanish Cream. 

In the Hollywood Oaks. A Gleam returned to 
her own age rank to meet the two fillies which had 
finished in front of her in the recent Sea Breeze 
Stakes—Tonga and Princess Lygia.

Woolf Memorial Handicap and dead-heated with 
Landmark for third place in the Matron Stakes. In 
the Experimental Free Handicap, A Gleam was 
weighted with Princess Lygia at 113 pounds; with

Finding the sloppy track to his liking, King Jolie 
eked out a close victory in Garden State Park's 
Jersey Stakes. It was the fourth consecutive win 
for the 3-year-old son of Platter and raised his 
earnings for the year to $43,275. 

Primate forced the early pace in the Jersey Stakes 
and was in front at the end of a mile. From there 
to the finish in the 1%-mile event, King Jolie and 
Primate battled for the lead as they abandoned 
the rest of the field. King Jolie came up in the 
final strides to win by a neck. Carried wide by 
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Primate at the stretch turn, King Jolie was bearing 
in on the second-place horse at the wire. Five 
lengths behind Primate was the third-place Top- 
side, which finished 24% lengths in front of the early 
leader, High Scud. Primate, sharing the top 
weight of 118 pounds with Handsome Teddy, was 
giving seven pounds to King Jolie, Topside, and 
High Seud. 

Following the race it was discovered that Primate, 
which was to have started in the $100,000 Belmont 
Stakes on June 7, fractured a sesamoid bone in 


his left front ankle during the running of the 
stakes. 
Bred by the Bieber-Jacobs Stables, King Jolie 


made two starts as a 2-year-old under the Bieber 
silks. In both starts he was fractious at the gate; 
he unseated his rider and ran off before the first 
start, but overcame the bad start to place third in 
the second race. He was running under a $10,000 
claiming tag in the latter start. At three he has 
been unplaced in only two of his 17 starts. The 
Jersey Stakes was King Jolie’s first start in a 
stakes event. 

Out of a half sister to Phalanx, King Jolie is by 
Platter, a son of Pilate (Phalanx’s sire). King 
Jolie is the first stakes winner for Platter, an 11- 
year-old son of Pilate—Lets Dine, by Jack High. 
Owned by F. Eugene Dixon Jr., Platter stands at 
George D. Widener’s Old Kenney Farm, Lexington.

Over a sloppy track, Cain Hoy Stable’s Armaged- 
don won the 1% mile Peter Pan Handicap at Bel- 
mont Park in 1:48%5-—-only four fifths of a second 
slower than the track record set by Counterpoint 
in the 1951 Peter Pan. Armageddon, now racing 
with a leather cup over his injured left eye, has 
scored four of his five wins (all three of his stakes 
victories) on the Belmont track. He is eligible for 
the $100,000 Belmont Stakes. 

Armageddon broke on top in the Peter Pan, but 
allowed the light-weighted Golden Gloves to take 
the lead as the pair raced far ahead of the rest of 
the field. Armageddon was inside on the back- 
stretch. At the head of the stretch Jockey Ray 
York took Armageddon to the outside, because the 
son of Alsab is sometimes timid about his blind 
rail-side eye, and ran up even with Golden Gloves. 
In the stretch Armageddon turned on a terrific 
stretch drive to win by two lengths. The third- 
place Quiet Step was two lengths behind Golden 
Armageddon gave 13 pounds to Golden 
Gloves and six pounds to Quiet Step. 

The home-bred Armageddon went unplaced in the 
Preakness Stakes after winning the Withers Stakes 
this spring. Earlier this year he ran third in the 
second division of the Flamingo Stakes. Armaged- 
don’s pedigree and family notes are in THE Bioop- 
Horse of May 17, page 914.

Ruhe and Seaward, from the favored Hasty House 
Farm entry, finished one-two in the inaugural run- 
ning of Lincoln Field’s Narcissus Handicap. It 
was the first victory for Ruhe under the silks of 
Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben’s Hasty House Farm, 
which acquired the 4-year-old gelding from Mrs. 
Emil Denemark after he ran second to Seaward in 
the Ben Ali Handicap this spring. 

The top-weighted Andy B. W., winner of the 
Edward J. Fleming Memorial Handicap a week 
earlier, went to the front at the start and quickly 
established a three-length lead. Seaward was second 
in the early running and Ruhe was far back under 
restraint. Ruhe began his move on the stretch 
turn and was leading a furlong from the wire. 
Seaward passed Andy B. W. just before reaching 
the finish. 

Foaled April 13, 1948, at Walter J. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Farm, Lexington, Ruhe was sold by 
Mereworth at the 1949 Keeneland Summer Sales. 
Mrs. Denemark bought the son of Menow for 
$8,500. He more than paid for himself at two by 
winning the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap, run- 
ning second in the Joliet and the Prairie State 
Stakes. and finishing third in the Hyde Park and 
the Primer Stakes, earning $22,395. 

As a 3-year-old of 1951, Ruhe won the Arkansas 
Derby and the second division of the Blue Grass 
Stakes (by disqualification of Sonic) before run- 
ning a surprising third in the Kentucky Derby. 
Later in the year he was second in the Warren 
Wright Memorial Stakes, the Illinois Owners’ and 
the Louisville Handicaps; and third in the Peahody 
Memorial, the Arlington Classic, the Sheridan 
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Handicap, and the Hawthorne Gold Cup. He was 
one of the three 1951 stakes winners—Sturdy One 
and Alladier were the others—that helped make 
their dam, *Alpenstock III, the broodmare of the 
year. In five starts this year previous to the Narcis- 
sus. Ruhe had four second placings, including the 
King Cotton and the Ben Ali Handicaps. 
*Alpenstock IIT has a yearling colt by Stymie. 
Her 2-year-old colt by Pensive, named Son of Alpen, 
sold to T. Norman Phelps for $27,000 in the 1951 
Keeneland Summer Sales. Ruhe is the first stakes 
winner this year for his sire, Menow, which stands 
at Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington.

Racing without his usual blinkers, Sam E. Wil- 
son Jr.’s Gushing Oil recorded his fourth 1952 
stakes victory in Lincoln Field’s Peabody Memorial 
Handicap. After winning the Louisiana Derby, the 
Arkansas Derby, and the Blue Grass Stakes. Gush- 
ing Oil went unplaced in the Kentucky Derby and 
the Preakness Stakes; he reportedly was hampered 
by a bruise in both of those races. The 
Preakness was the last start for the son of Easy 
Mon prior to the Peabody Memorial. 

Sharing the top weight of 123 pounds with Dark 
Count, Gushing Oil went to the post a 2-1 favorite. 
All the other starters carried 121 pounds. Under 
restraint, Gushing Oil ran just behind the pace to 
the last furlong, where he took the lead on the 
inside as Dance Nsing bore out slightly. With 
strong handling, the Wilson colorbearer won by a 
length. Dance Nsing, one of the early pacemakers, 
lost ground while running wide at the stretch turn, 
but was pressing the winner at the finish. The 
third place Happy Go Lucky was only a head in 
front of Red Charger, which was seven lengths 
ahead of the rest of the field.

With Intent and Lights Up out of Hollywood 
Park’s Argonaut Handicap, Admiral Drake’s stable 
decided to leave the lightly-weighted horse in the 
race although it had been intended to declare him. 
Two days before the Argonaut, he had won a mile 
race by four lengths. 

Apprentice Jockey Willie Marsh’s strategy was 
simple: he broke Admiral Drake on top, opened 
up a four-length lead in the. first quarter-mile, and 
stayed in front all the way. The favorite *Miche 
was taken to the rear of the field at the start. 
He began his usually effective late rush at the far 
turn, but could not catch the leader, to which he 
was giving 17 pounds. *Miche almost closed on 
the winner at the head of the stretch, but the son 
of War Admiral pulled away to win by three 
lengths. Moonrush, which had raced in second posi- 
tion until *Miche moved up to challenge Admiral 
Drake, finished third. Admiral Drake’s time for the 
1,|, miles was two fifths of a second slower than 
the track record of 1:41%5. 

Admiral Drake was foaled May 16, 1947, at A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, where his dam, Invoke, 
was being kept for her owner, J. M. Roebling. 
Racing at two and three for Mr. Roebling, Admiral 
Drake did not place in stakes although he won 


eight races and $26,025. As a 4-year-old of 195], 
Admiral Drake made 12 starts under the Roebling 
silks. After four consecutive victories, he was sold 
to his present owner, Abe Hirschberg, for a reported 
$40,000. For Mr. Hirschberg, he made only one 
start last year—the Palos Verdes Handicap, in which 


he ran second to *Northern Star. Prior to the 
Argonaut, his best stakes placing of 1952 was a 
third in the Pacifie Handicap. Trainer Frank 
Childs is said to have resigned on the afternoon 
of the Argonaut. 

Invoke has had ten winners from ten named 
foals, including the stakes winners Wildlife, Mani. 
pur, and Harbourton. Admiral Drake is the second 
stakes winner of 1952 for War Admiral, sire of 23 
stakes winners. First Repeater, by War Admiral, 
won the Christopher J. Fitzgerald Handicap this 
year.
